Tiense amount 6< fOojfto the community *.ndL 
the poor. Th« opportunity fa a fine one and we 
only wish that move people of means would find 
it in their heart to Make mich gifts, which are so 
noble, Beneficial and far-reacWng in their effect. 
No particular fame comes to such a donor; the 
onh satisfaction rests in the supreme knowledge 
of the infinite good which it has done, and which 
it will do, in many eases. And restoration to hap- 
piness and to life of two or three individuals is 
enougH recompense to the person who la charitably 
Inclined along these lines 
It is a ministration to 


the poor which appeal* keenly to all the nobler 
feelings of one's nature. It is a neble application 
of the talent which h»» been given and the reward 
and recompense we find in the Words of the 
Scripture:

They knew that light 
should never be feared, und that truth 
would always relate Itwlf to truth 
in the end. Out of the days of study 
we came to the end of the nineteenth 
century with certain results. 
Practi- 


cally every student of natural: science 
believes in some form of the general 
theory of evolution Practhftlly alt of 
them are thelntic evolutionist*, holding 
that it is aimpty a question as to the 
way that God created the -worlds and 
the creaturet upon the esrth. More- 
over, we find the Bible having such 
a place in the colleges ot the land as 
it never had before, being placed in 
the curriculum of an increasing num- 
ber of institutions, and being studied 
by more men in the collage world than 
ever before. 


There are two phMti of the theistlc 


theories of evolution. One holds that 
all development* have come from the 
primary involution. The other holds 
that the facts demand creative addi- 
tions at certain states, especially In 
the creation of man. Among the ad- 
vocates of this view are such leading 
scientists as Alfred Russell Wallace, 
Lord Kelvin, the late Piofesaor Dana 
of Tale and Dr. Gullck of H*«&U. This 
latter view allows all the facts in 
Qenesto to be harmoniously related to 
the theory of evolution. 
It is true, 


moreover, that the book of Gene»t« re- 
fers to the entire period of creation as 


"the 
day" of creation, proving that the 


term "day" did not always mtan days 
of 14 hours, but a period of time The 
creative days are therefore, even in the 
Genesis record, consistently recogn'-ei 
as the epochs of tint* which science 
has made clear in the realm of f*elo- 


However. the point of real Im- 


portance is that you cv hold the thela- 
ic theory of evolution and be in entire 
accord with the fundamental teachlmg 
f Genesis, which emphasises the fact 
that God created all things, without 
reatlng in detail i««arding the method 
f that creation.

And so it will

For-vvlative Work. 


The foitbatlve work of the thirteenth 


cennif, ao far as preparing the ques- 
tion lists to concerned, is now about 
completed. There are many different 
schedules of questions that will be 
•skedL 
The one which will be used 


tftenest is the population schedule, 
which contains 33 questions. The next 
most Important schedule has to do 
with the farm. There are some seven 
million farms in the United States, 
and each farm schedule will have on 
It from SO to 60 questions. After the 
farm schedule come those 
covering 


the manufacturing industries, and on 
the general and special schedules will 
appear many hundred interrogatories. 


In the making of the schedules of 


questions there are many things to 
consider. It is by no means a simple 
matter of wilting down every question 
that happens to suggest itself to the 
schedule maker. Upon the 
number 


and the character of the questions 
i«ked depends the entire value of the 
census; and in the preparation of the 
question lists there is ij}pre science 
:han In all the remainder of the work 
together. There are two principles that 
must gxivern those who frame a sched- 
ule. 
The fewer and the simpler the 


cz»«o*s asked the greater the ac- 


cur-"y In gathering the data; yet on 
the other hand, the more questions 
asked the more susceptible of correct 
interpretation will be the data. So the 
schedule frame r must find the happy 
medium; he must make the questions 
few and simple enough to secure es- 
entla' accuracy in collection, yet many 
nd elaborate enough to secure 
ac- 


curacy of interpretation. 


Dhcctor Duratid cites the 
instance 


of oil statistics to illustrate how it is 
necc«.iary to ^**$.qn«re than the fig- 
ures of cost and production to show 
the true condition of the oil business 
now and a score of years ago. 
Then 


the oil was shipped mostly in barrels, 
and the per gallon price for census 
purposes was made to include the cost 
of the containers. Now it is shipped 
mainly in bulk, and the per gallon 
price does not include the cost of con- 
tainers. Bo, In order to properly com- 
pare the paet with the present many 
questions must be asked to elucidate 
the relation betw een oil and containers. 


Answerable, Questions., 


Another thing the schedule framer 


has to bear in mind is that there are 
dozens of questions that might 
be 


asked, which, if they could elicit the in- 
formation desired, would give most 
valuable data. Yet from the nation- 
wide standpoint it would be impossible 
:o gather information on such points. 
The man who makes out the ques- 
:lons always must consider what are 
the possibilities of getting satisfactory 
answers to the question he-would ask. 
For instance, It would be highly edify- 
ng to know just now much pin money 
each person in the 
United States 


spends in a year. Yet how many peo- 
ple could even approximate their ex- 
penditures of small change? 


The population schedule is now, as 
t ever has been, the most important of 
all the schedules. Primarily designed 
as a mere counting of noses for the 
purpose of apportioning representation 
In Congress, all the other inquiries have 
come about as incidental and collateral, 
and although they are of deep interest, 
the actual count of the people Is still 
the most Important phase of the work. 
On this count may depend the political 
complexion of the nation. This year 
the population schedule will carry some 
new questions. One will be relative 
to whether a person is an employer or 
an employe, and If the -latter, how 
steadily employed he is

waj 


added at the Instance of the labor or 


nl-itlons; What the man who lives 


on a salary and hires a servant will 
an»*er is something of a puzzle. An- 
other question will relate to whether 
lh* peifeon questioned wn« a Union or 
a Confederate soldier, and the showing 
up«»n that question will be of Interest.

Much has been written about the

Testament stories are infallible morally?

union with Jesus Christ, so that you have 
His mind and follow In His footsteps, 
It profiteth you nothing.
